Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  his  Twentieth  Annual  Report,  viz.,  that  for  the 
Year  1896,  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough  of  Derby, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Committee  on  the  Borough  maintaining  its  position 
amongst  the  33  large  towns  of  England,  as  regards  its  low  general 
mortality. 

According  to  the  Registrar  GeneraFs  figures,  Croyden  was  first, 
as  exhibiting  the  lowest  mortality,  viz.,  one  of  14.2  per  1,000,  and 
Derby  was  second,  with  one  of  15.7;  Leicester  and  Nottingham  were 
respectively  eighth  and  fourteenth  on  the  list,  with  rates  of  16.7  and 
17.5.  Liverpool  had  the  highest  death-rate  of  all  the  large  towns, 
viz.,  one  of  22.7. 

Lurther  progress  was  made  with  the  condemnation  of  houses  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  and  apropos  of  this  subject,  your  Medical  Officer 
would  like  to  emphasise  some  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Councillor  Russell 
in  October  last.  He  said  that  “  In  some  parts  of  the  town,  a  number 
of  houses  had  been  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  a  greater  number  of  others  were  in  a  wretched  condition ;  in  fact, 
some  of  the  dwellings  of  the  poor  were  a  disgrace  to  civilization,  and 
ought  to  come  down  at  once.”  Your  Medical  Officer  can  endorse 
these  words  without  any  qualification  whatever.  The  more  he  sees 
of  some  of  the  houses  of  the  poor,  the  more  absolute  appears  the 
necessity  for  condemning  them  as  unfit  for  human  habitation ;  but  the 
number  that  ought  to  be  dealt  with  in  this  fashion  is  so  large,  that  the 
task  is  an  appalling  one.  There  are  hundreds  of  houses  in  Derby  which 
are  unfit  to  live  in,  but  by  their  simultaneous  condemnation,  greater 
difficulties  would  be  created  and  much  more  suffering  induced,  than 


exist  under  present  circumstances.  As  Mr.  Russell  says  :  “  the  great 
difficulty  is  this,  where  are  these  people  to  live  when  they  are  turned 
out  of  these  wretched  but  cheap-rented  houses?  They  cannot  afford 
to  pay  the  rents  of  better  houses,  and  you  cannot  turn  them  into  the 
street.”  Your  Medical  Officer  has  considered  it  the  wisest  and  most 
prudent  course  to  condemn  the  worst  of  these  wretched  dwellings  in  a 
gradual,  but  sure  way,  so  as  to  cause  a  minimum  of  inconvenience 
and  loss  to  owners  and  tenants.  The  only  other  course  that  could 
be  adopted,  to  be  successful,  would  be  Mr.  Russell’s  idea  of  the 
Municipality  stepping  in,  and  providing  houses  for  the  people  who 
are  displaced;  and  even  this  course  would  take  time.  Houses  are 
required  at  rentals  of  from  1/6  to  3/-  per  week,  and  such  houses  can 
only  be  erected  without  loss  by  “  Public  Bodies,”  who  can  borrow 
money  at  a  very  low  rate  of  interest.  Though  no  pecuniary  profit 
could  be  expected,  the  gain  to  the  general  public  would  never¬ 
theless  be  great  “by  removing  plague-spots  from  your  midst,”  and  so 
improving  the  health  of  the  people  and  preventing  epidemics  of 
disease,  which  are  always  costly  both  to  individuals  and  Municipalities. 
Recent  legislation  has  given  Local  Authorities  power  to  build  artizans’ 
dwellings,  and  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  by  some  Cities  and 
Boroughs.  The  houses  erected  have  been,  of  course,  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  on  those  hitherto  existing,  and  have  in  some  instances  at  least 
been  attended  by  financial  success,  as  much  as  3  per  cent,  having  been 
obtained  as  a  return  upon  the  outlay.  If  such  houses  were  erected 
by  “  Public  Bodies  ”  efficient  supervision  would  have  to  be  exercised, 
and  the  dwellings  themselves  kept  in  good  repair. 

Your  Medical  Officer  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
to  the  duties  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  In  addition  to  the 
Chief  Inspector,  (of  whose  many  duties,  outside  Sanitary  work 
proper,  your  Medical  Officer  has  often  spoken  in  his  reports),  and  the 
Assistant  Inspectors,  there  are  two  clerks  and  an  office  boy.  With 
this  staff  the  Sanitary  work  of  the  Borough  could  no  doubt  be  efficiently 
carried  on.  But  it  is  not  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  only 
which  this  staff  carries  out,  but  likewise  the  duties  of  two  other 
Committees.  With  the  duties  of  the  three  Committees  the  present 
staff  is  unable  to  cope ;  and  either  an  addition  should  be  made  to  it, 
or  each  Committee  ought  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  its  own 
work. 

For  some  few  years  now  it  has  been  recommended  that  Court 
flushing  and  cleansing  during  the  Diarrhceal  months  of  the  year, 
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viz.,  July,  August,  and  September,  should  be  carried  out,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  frightful  number  of  deaths  from  infantile  diarrhoea,  which 
at  that  season  almost  annually  occur.  During  1896,  1,295,000  gallons 
of  water  were  used  for  this  purpose.  This  quantity  was  less  by 
1,360,014  gallons  than  that  used  in  1895.  Your  Medical  Officer 
cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  continuance  of  this  important  sanitary 
measure  in  all  poor  districts. 

The  report  generally  is  drawn  up  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of 
pievious  yeais,  with  the  addition,  of  course,  of  any  special  information 
which  the  year  under  review  may  give  reason  for  chronicling. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestions  which  the  report  contains,  your 
Medical  Officer  would  be  glad  if  they  could  receive  the  Committee’s 
attention  and  kind  consideration,  as  they  are  not  offered  for  mere 

formality’s  sake,  but  with  the  hope  that  they  may  be  accepted  and 
put  into  operation.

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REPORT. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  County  Borough  of  Derby  was  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  101,770  in  1896,  which  was  an  increase 
of  1,477  over  that  of  1895. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  was  908,  which  was  more  by  59  than 

the  number  in  1895,  and  by  32  than  in  1894.  The  marriage  rate 

per  1,000  of  population  was  8.9;  in  1895  it  was  8.06,  and  in  1894 
it  was  8.8.  The  average  rate  for  the  ten  years,  1881  to  1890, 

was  9.0. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  2,834  births  registered,  and  these  as  follows  :

The  number  of  births  was  less  by  75  than  in  1895,  and  the  birth 
rate,  which  was  27.8,  was  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  these  statistics 

appeared,  with  the  exception  of  1890,  when  the  rate  was  26.7  per 

1,000  of  population. 

The  average  birth-rate  in  the  33  large  towns  of  England  in  1896 
was  30.7. 

The  average  birth-rate  in  Derby  for  the  ten  years,  1881  to  1890, 
was  33.8. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  1,214. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  1,620,  viz.,  of  males  821  and 
of  females  799.  The  deaths  of  males  to  females  was  as  102.7  to  100. 

The  death  rate  was  15.9,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  Derby 
except  the  one  for  1894,  which  was  15.0.  The  average  rate  for  the 
ten  years,  1881  to  1890,  was  18.6.  The  average  rate  for  the  33 
large  towns  in  1896  was  18.9. 
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The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  was  81,  as  against  74 
in  1895  and  85  in  1894. 

In  the  Royal  Infirmary  100  persons  died,  of  whom  58  were  resi¬ 
dents  and  42  were  strangers. 

In  the  Children’s  Hospital  12  deaths  took  place,  one  being  that 
of  a  stranger. 

In  the  Borough  Hospital  9  deaths  took  place,  all  occurring  from 
Scarlet  Fever. 

In  the  Asylum  there  were  32  deaths  as  against  38  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

In  the  Walker  Lane  District,  comprising  a  population  of  1,988, 
as  revised  in  the  1895  report,  29  deaths  took  place,  as  against  66 
in  1895,  which  gave  the  unprecedented  low  death  rate  for  this 
District  of  14.5.  In  1895  the  death  rate  was  as  high  as  33.1. 

In  the  Normanton  District,  with  an  estimated  population  of 
5,805,  the  number  of  deaths  was  55,  making  a  death  rate  of  9.4  per 
1,000  persons  living. 

The  largest  weekly  number  of  deaths,  viz.,  49,  occurred  in  the 
week  ending  April  18th,  and  the  smallest  number,  viz.,  17,  in  the 
weeks  ending  July  4th  and  September  12th  respectively. 

The  mean  age  at  death  of  the  1,620  persons  who  died  was 
31.2  years,  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  uncertified  deaths  in  1896  was  6,  or  .37  per 
cent,  of  total  deaths. 

The  number  of  inquests  held  was  142. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  426  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  150.0  per  1,000  births  registered.  This 
rate  is  less  by  7.7  than  in  1895,  but  it  is  higher  by  7.0  than  the 
average  for  the  ten  years,  1881  to  1890.  The  average  rate  for  the 
33  large  towns  was  167. 

Of  the  426  deaths,  the  largest  number,  viz.,  93,  was  as  usual 
attributed  to  constitutional  diseases,  such  as  wasting,  debility,  &c., 
whilst  71  were  attributed  to  convulsions,  and  51  each  to  diarrhoea 
and  premature  birth. 

The  percentage  of  infantile  deaths  to  total  deaths  was  26.2,  the 
average  for  the  ten  years,  1881  to  1890,  being  26.1. 
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The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  was  626, 
or  38.6  per  cent,  of  total  deaths. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

To  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  182  deaths  were  due,

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  1.8,  which  was  .1  less  than  the  average 
for  the  ten  years,  1881  to  1890. 

The  average  rate  for  the  33  large  towns  was  2.86. 
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PREVENTABLE  DISEASES. 


SMALL  POX. 

Three  cases  were  reported  as  Small  Pox,  viz.,  one  in  the  second 
and  two  in  the  third  quarters  of  the  year.  Fortunately  the  last  two 
did  not  prove  to  be  Small  Pox. 

The  first  case  reported  was  that  of  a  Clergyman,  whom  your  Medical 
Officer  was  asked  to  see  in  consultation  on  May  3rd.  He  was  removed 
to  the  Borough  Hospital  on  the  same  day.  The  source  of  the  disease 
could  not  be  traced,  the  most  probable  one  being,  that  he  became 
infected  while  railway  travelling,  as  it  was  at  this  time  that  Small  Pox 
was  so  furiously  raging  in  Gloucester  and  neighbourhood,  and  he  was 
in  that  direction  on  April  13th.  The  case  was  an  exceedingly  mild 
one,  and  he  was  only  detained  in  the  Hospital  3  weeks  and  3  days. 
He  had  two  good  marks  of  vaccination,  but  was  never  re  vaccinated. 

The  second  reported  case  was  that  of  a  woman,  aged  47,  whom 
your  Medical  Officer  also  saw  in  consultation,  and  recommended  her 
removal  to  the  Hospital.  The  case  was  a  doubtful  one,  so  it  was 
necessary  to  keep  her  under  observation  until  the  doubt  was  removed. 
The  woman  was  certified  on  August  23rd,  was  removed  the  same 
day,  and  was  kept  in  Hospital  14  days,  being  discharged  on  Sept.  4th. 
She  had  three  small  but  good  marks  of  vaccination. 

The  third  reported  case  was  that  of  an  infant,  22  months  old,  which 
was  also  seen  by  your  Medical  Officer  and  determined  not  to  be  Small 
Pox.  It  was  therefore  not  removed  to  Hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  re¬ 
corded,  which  number  was  more  by  63  than  in  1895,  but  was  less  by 
86  than  in  1894.  The  average  yearly  number  for  the  five  years,  1890 
to  1894,  was  429.

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  they  were  pretty  well  distributed  over 
the  whole  year, 
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Of  the  427  cases,  213  were  those  of  males  and  214  those  of 
females.

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There  were  thus  310  cases,  or  72.5  per  cent,  in  children  under  10 
years  of  age,  which  corresponds  with  the  experience  of  previous  years. 

Three  hundred  and  six,  or  71.6  per  cent,  of  total  cases  were 
removed  from  their  homes  to  the  Borough  Hospital,  while  38  others 
were  willing  to  be  removed,  but  could  not  be,  as  there  was  no  room 
in  the  Hospital  for  them;  and  12  cases  were  delayed  in  their  removal 
from  the  same  cause.  So  that  could  accommodation  have  been  found, 
as  many  as  82.2  per  cent,  of  total  cases  would  have  been  isolated 
instead  of  71.6. 

The  whole  of  the  cases,  35  in  number,  which  occurred  in  business- 
houses,  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  their  removal  being  of  great 
importance,  as,  had  they  remained  at  home,  they  could  hardly  have 
failed  to  have  considerably  spread  the  disease.

Six  cases  were  removed  from  the  Royal  Infirmary  to  the  Borough 
Hospital.  Five  of  these  six  cases  were  those  of  patients  who  were 
taken  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  suffering  from  various  diseases,  and  who, 
having  been  inmates  lor  some  time,  became  infected  with  Scarlet  Fever. 
The  remaining  case  was  that  of  a  nurse  engaged  at  the  Infirmary. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  the  six  cases  in  the  order  in  which 
they  occurred,  the  date  of  certification,  also  of  admittance,  and  whether 
residents  of  the  Borough  or  strangers.

In  view  of  this  large  number  of  persons  becoming  infected,  while 
patients  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  your  Medical  Officer  advised  the 
Secretary  of  the  Institution  to  have  visitors  questioned  as  to  whether 
infectious  disease  was  present  in  the  houses  from  which  they  came. 
The  chief  danger  arises,  however,  from  country  visitors,  who  may  have 
disease  in  their  homes,  which  do  not  get  the  same  supervision  as 
similar  ones  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  427  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  n  died.  The  percentage  of 
deaths  to  cases  was  2.5.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  in  the 
Hospital  was  2.9. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  one  of  which  was  removed 
to  the  Borough  Hospital ;  and  three  cases  occurred  in  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Institution,  where  they  remained,  as  no  accommodation  was  at 
the  time  available  at  the  Hospital. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-five  houses  had  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  them.  Of  the  345,  85  per  cent,  had  in  them  single  cases,  while 
only  15  per  cent,  had  multiple  cases. 

RELATION  OF  SCHOOLS  TO  SCARLET  FEVER  CASES  IN  1896. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  pupils  of 
various  public  schools,  or  58.5  per  cent,  of  total  cases,  and  24  occurred 
in  private  ones. 

Mr.  Cooper,  Clerk  to  the  School  Board,  has  been  good  enough  to 
supply  the  numbers  of  children  at  the  various  schools,  which  come 
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under  his  cognizance,  and  these  have  enabled  your  Medical  Officer 
to  compile  the  following  Table. 

The  Table  shows  that  19,849  pupils  attended  the  various  public 
schools,  and  that  of  this  number  250  were  affected  with  Scarlet  Fever, 
the  remaining  24  pupils,  who  had  the  disease,  belonged  to  as  many 
as  15  private  schools.

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How  Scarlet  Fever  vtay  be  spread ,  and  that  it  often  is  so,  by 
wilful,  careless  or  ignorant  people,  is  very  clearly  illustrated  by  the 
following  extraordinary  case.  A  youth,  aged  18  years,  whose  relations 
lived  in  Derby,  but  who  himself  was  engaged  in  some  occupation  at 
Ashbourne,  was  reported  to  your  Medical  Officer  as  sitting  in  a  doctor’s 
consulting  room  in  Derby,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  6th  June;  and  it 
was  requested  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  should  remove  him  to  the 
Hospital.  The  patient  had  just  arrived  from  Ashbourne  on  his  bicycle, 
and  had  called  on  his  doctor  on  his  way  home.  He  lived  in  lodgings  at 
Ashbourne,  and  not  feeling  well  had  been  attended  by  a  medical  man, 
who  had  seen  him  on  the  morning  of  the  6th,  and  had  pronounced  his 
disease  to  be  Scarlet  Fever.  The  patient,  learning  this,  was  anxious  to 
go  to  Derby,  but  the  doctor  objected.  The  landlady  advised  the  patient 
to  go  at  once.  Altogether  the  case  seemed  to  your  Medical  Officer  to 
be  such  a  flagrant  one,  and  attended  by  such  considerable  danger  to  the 
community,  that  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  report  the  circumstances  to  the 
Committee,  so  that  they  might  deal  with  it  as  they  thought  proper. 
It  will  readily  be  seen,  how  impossible  it  would  be  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases,  if  incidents  of  this  kind  were  allowed  to 
occur  with  impunity.  Besides  involving  considerable  risk  of  com¬ 
municating  Scarlet  Fever  to  others,  the  patient  incurred  very  great 
danger  to  himself,  as  in  a  high  state  of  fever,  the  exertion  of  riding 
14  miles  on  a  bicycle  could  not,  as  a  rule,  be  undergone  without  great 
exhaustion  and  subsequent  injury  to  the  patient  himself.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  know,  however,  that  he  did  not  suffer  in  the  least  from  his 
indiscretion. 

DIPHTHERIA.

Two  of  the  45  cases  were  those  of  strangers,  who  were  brought  to 
the  Royal  Infirmary  from  outside  the  Borough. 

It  has  often  been  stated  that,  unlike  some  other  large  towns, 
Diphtheria  has  very  little  tendency  to  spread  in  Derby,  and  it  was  again 
true  in  1896,  as  there  were  only  two  houses  in  which  there  was  more 
than  a  single  case,  and  in  these  two  there  were  duplicate  cases  only. 
Four  only  of  the  45  cases  were  sent  to  the  Infirmary,  the  remainder 

being  treated  at  their  own  homes. 

Twenty-two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  who  attended  school, 
and  as  many  as  16  schools  were  implicated,  which  shows  how  little 
spread  of  the  disease  took  place  from  school-influence. 

Nuisances  of  various  kinds,  injurious  to  health,  were  found  in 
some  of  the  houses  where  cases  occurred,  and  notices  to  abate  them 
were  in  every  instance  served  upon  the  persons  concerned;  but  in 
many  houses  no  perceptible  nuisance  of  any  kind  was  found.

Fifty-seven  cases  were  removed  to  the  Infirmary,  and  four  others 
were  willing  for  removal,  but  no  room  could  be  found  for  them. 
Seven  cases  were  delayed  in  removal  for  want  of  beds,  one  case  having 
to  wait  from  August  20th  till  September  12th. 

There  were  20  deaths,  a  case-mortality  (leaving  out  the  case  which 
was  not  Typhoid)  of  19.4  per  cent. 

The  death-rate  per  10,000  of  population  was  1.96,  a  slightly 
higher  rate  than  usual. 

Ninety-two  houses  were  implicated  in  Enteric  Fever,  in  six  only 
of  which  were  there  duplicate  cases,  the  remaining  86  having  single 
cases  only.  So  that  like  Diphtheria  the  disease  shows  little  tendency 
to  spread  in  Derby,  and  is  mostly  sporadic  in  character,  making  it 
very  difficult  to  trace  any  connecting  link  or  even  the  source  of  the 
disease. 

There  was  from  July  10th  to  October  2nd  a  localised  outbreak, 
having  Brook  Street  for  its  centre.  As  many  as  13  cases  occurred  in 
this  area  between  the  dates  named,  of  which  eight  were  certified 
between  August  16th  and  24th.  Although  careful  enquiry  into  and 
examination  of  the  premises  and  other  circumstances  were  made,  no 
common  cause  for  the  outbreak  could  be  found.  The  only  case, 
previous  to  July  10th,  that  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood,  was  re¬ 
ported  on  March  24th. 

All  the  cases  but  one  in  this  outbreak  were  removed  to  the 
Infirmary. 

There  was  nothing  to  be  determined  with  regard  to  closet  accom¬ 
modation,  as  42  houses  had  w.c.’s,  53  privies  and  tubs,  one  flush- 
closet,  and  one  earth-closet.  In  most  instances,  however,  many 
nuisances  were  discovered  as  defective  w.c.’s,  drains,  &c.  Wherever 
anything  wrong  was  found,  notice  to  remedy  the  evils  was  served.

The  disease  was  epidemic  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  in  the 
North-western  Districts  of  the  Borough. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  at  the  Wesleyan  Schools  in  Parliament  Street, 
there  were  90  children  out  of  the  246  on  the  register  absent,  either 
on  account  of  their  having  measles  in  their  own  persons,  or  through 
their  brothers  and  sisters  suffering  from  them,  and  so  preventing  the 
other  children  in  the  house  attending  school.  In  consequence  of  this 
state  of  things  your  Medical  Officer  forwarded  the  following  letter  to 
the  Managers  of  the  Schools. 

December  4th,  1896. 

To  the  Managers  of  the  Parliament  Street  Wesley  an  Schools. 

Sirs, 

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  large  number  of 
cases  of  Measles  has  occurred  amongst  the  children  attending  Parlia¬ 
ment  Street  Wesleyan  Schools,  I  recommend  that  the  schools  be 
closed  and  kept  so  till  the  middle  of  January,  1897.

The  closure  took  place,  and  it  had  the  desired  effect  of  preventing 
the  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

DIARRHOEA. 

During  the  year  63  deaths  occurred  from  Diarrhoea,  of  which  51 
could  be  classed  as  infantile,  as  they  took  place  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age.  The  remarks  that  your  Medical  Officer  made,  with 
regard  to  the  causation  and  fatality  of  this  disease  in  his  1895  report, 
would  apply  with  triple  force  in  1896.

A  saving  therefore  of  4  lives  in  every  10,000  of  population  has  been 
effected  in  the  third  period  as  compared  with  the  first,  which  meant 
for  the  year  1896  a  saving  of  40  lives  from  this  disease. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Five  hundred  and  forty-two  certificates  of  infectious  diseases  were 
received  from  Medical  Men,  disclosing  580  cases.  The  number  of 
certificates  was  more  by  17  than  in  1895,  but  the  number  of  cases  was 
less  by  30.  The  cost  of  the  certificates  amounted  to  ^67  7s.  6d.

(exclusive  of  those  who  died)  were  detained  was  56. 

To  show  the  length  of  time,  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  detain 
Scarlet  Fever  patients  in  Hospital,  in  order  to  be  sure  that  they  are 
free  from  the  danger  of  infecting  other  persons  when  discharged,  the 
following  periods  of  detention  are  good  instances

The  largest  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  one  time  was  65, 
and  the  smallest  number  was  31.  For  35  days  during  the  third  quarter 
of  the  year  there  were  60  patients  and  upwards  in  the  Hospital  at  the 
same  time. 

The  Hospital  was  maintained  in  good  order,  and  the  grounds  have 
improved  much  in  appearance.  The  friends  of  the  patients  had  an 
opportunity  of  showing  their  appreciation  of  the  accommodation  and 
treatment  received  by  contributing  to  the  Christmas  trees.  This  they 
did  to  the  extent  of  over  ^20  in  money,  besides  contributions  in  kind, 
causing  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

The  conduct  of  the  nursing  staff,  under  Chief  Nurse  Mould,  was 
all  that  could  be  desired,  as  also  the  house  and  laundry  staff  under 
Mrs.  Banner.  The  outdoor  staff  performed  their  duties  well  under 
Mr.  Banner. 

There  was  received  from  the  Derby  Board  of  Guardians  the  sum 
of  ^107  5s.  for  the  treatment  of  13  pauper  patients. 

The  annexed  Charts — one  for  each  quarter — give  the  daily  number 
of  patients  in  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year. 

SANITARY  LEGISLATION. 

No  fresh  Sanitary  legislation  was  enacted  in  1896  which  might 
affect  your  Borough.  Your  Medical  Officer  would,  however,  like  to 
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call  your  attention  again  to  section  29  of  “The  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shops  Act,  1895.”  It  specifies  that  it  is  compulsory,  under  a  penalty 
of  forty  shillings,  that  medical  practitioners  should  notify  cases 
of  poisoning  by  lead,  phosphorous,  arsenical  poisoning,  or  anthrax, 
contracted  in  any  factory  or  workshop,  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Factories  at  the  Home  Office.  Your  Medical  Officer,  in  his  last  year’s 
report,  suggested  that  each  medical  practitioner  in  the  Borough  should 
be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  this  Act,  and  he  would  be  glad  to  see  this 
suggestion  carried  out,  as  then  there  would  be  no  excuse  for  any  non- 
compliance  with  the  Act. 

“  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AMENDMENT  ACT.” 

Although  the  Council  has  twice  refused  to  allow  this  Act  to  be 
adopted  in  the  Borough,  your  Medical  Officer  cannot  refrain  from  again 
asking  you  to  bring  the  matter  forward,  as  he  feels  sure,  that  it  is  only 
under  considerable  misapprehension  of  its  provisions,  that  consent  to 
its  adoption  has  been  refused. 

“  DAIRIES,  COW-SHEDS,  AND  MILK-SHOPS  ORDER,  1885.” 

Your  Medical  Officer  considers  that  it  would  be  wise  to  approach 
the  Local  Government  Board  again  in  regard  to  regulations  that  should 
be  adopted  with  regard  to  dairies,  cow-sheds,  and  milk-shops  in  the 
Borough  of  Derby.  It  may  be  remembered  that  in  1889  some  regula¬ 
tions  were  drawn  up  and  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their 
approval,  but  their  consent  to  them  was  refused.  It  might  be  that 
now  some  modification  of  these  regulations  might  be  drawn  up  and 
approved. 

“  HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT,  1890.” 

In  the  1895  report,  No.  10,  Walker  Lane,  which  was  condemned 
as  unfit  for  habitation  and  closed,  is  now  demolished. 

In  1896  42  houses  were  condemned  under  the  above  Act.  Of 
these  4  were  demolished,  4  were  closed,  8  houses  were  converted  into 
4  with  through  ventilation,  21  were  made  fit  for  habitation,  and  5 
remained  undealt  with.  Since  the  Act  was  put  in  operation  187  houses 
have  been  dealt  with.

VACCINATION. 


Mr.  Payne,  the  Vaccination  Officer  for  Derby,  has  kindly  favoured 
your  Medical  Officer  with  the  following  return  as  regards  the  operation 
of  the  vaccination  laws  in  Derby.

Thus  about  2,157  children  born  in  1896  remained  unvaccinated, 
or  88.4  per  cent.  This  state  of  things  will  lead  to  a  great  calamity 
in  Derby  some  day  when  people  will  cry  “  Peccavi  to  no  puipose. 

Your  Medical  Officer  would  just  like  to  quote  the  words  of  Lord 
Herschell,  the  Chancellor  of  London  University,  spoken  on  March 
31st,  1897,  in  regard  to  the  evidence  given  before  the  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  on  Vaccination.  He  said  “  that  as  Chairman  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Vaccination  he  had  undertaken  the  task  of  digesting

and  analysing  the  material  brought  before  the  Commission,  with  the 
view  to  preparing  a  report  for  its  consideration.  He  laid  down,  in 
the  first  instance,  the  tests  that  would  furnish  an  answer  to  the  question. 
Was  vaccination  or  was  it  not  a  preventive  of  Small  Pox  and  a  cause 
of  the  modification  of  the  disease  when  it  occurred  ?  He  applied 
those  tests,  he  could  truly  say,  entirely  ignorant  of  the  conclusions 
to  which  they  would  lead.  He  was  himself  surprised  at  the  force  of 
the  evidence  which  was  afforded  in  favour  of  vaccination.  After 
quoting  a  few  statistics,  Lord  Herschell  said  that  it  was  difficult  for 
any  human  reaso?i  to  resist  the  case  in  favour  of  vaccination  ”  * 

WELL  WATER. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1895,  there  remained  140  houses  still 
supplied  with  well  water;  at  the  end  of  1896  this  number  had  only 
been  reduced  by  two. 

Your  Medical  Officer  tested  four  samples,  two  of  which  were 
from  the  same  well.  All  the  samples  were  declared  unfit  for  domestic 
purposes.  Town  water  has  been  laid  on  in  place  of  the  well  supply 
in  two  instances,  and  it  has  been  promised  in  the  third. 

As  regards  the  Borough  Public  Supply,  Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  the 
Public  Analyst,  reports  as  follows  : —

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MORTUARY  AND  POST-MORTEM  ROOMS. 

John  Dexter,  the  Coroner’s  Officer,  reports  that  there  were  23 
bodies  deposited  in  the  Mortuary  during  the  past  year,  and  that  8 
post-mortems  were  made.  The  Mortuary,  &c.,  aie  reported  to  be 
clean  and  in  good  order. 

“ food  AND  DRUGS  ACT.” 

Sixty-six  articles  under  the  above  “Act”  were  submitted  to  the 
Borough  Analyst,  as  against  72  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  66 
articles  57  were  reported  as  genuine,  while  9  were  certified  as 
adulterated.  The  adulterated  articles  consisted  of  4  milks,  2  brandies, 

1  coffee,  and  2  whiskies.  The  results  of  the  prosecutions,  which  took 
place  in  consequence  of  the  adulterations,  will  be  seen  on  lefeience 
to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  registered  slaughter-houses  at  the  end  of  1896  was 
63,  the  same  number  as  at  the  close  of  1895.  Of  the  63,  50  were 
in  the  hands  of  private  owners,  being  two  less  than  in  the  pievious 
year.  The  number  of  registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  hands  of  the 
Corporation  was  13  instead  of  n  as  in  the  pievious  yeai. 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  visits  were  paid  to 
these  slaughter-houses  by  Inspector  Turner,  which  makes  an  average 
of  72  visits  to  each  place.  In  consequence  of  this  better  inspection, 
a  great  improvement  is  to  be  seen  in  the  conduct  and  cleanliness  of 

these  places. 

RAINFALL. 

Messrs.  John  Davis  and  Son  have  kindly  supplied  the  usual 
statistics  as  to  rainfall.  The  total  amount  for  the  year  was  22.50, 
while  the  average  for  21  years  was  25.99.

Mr.  Wilkinson,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  as  usual  on 
the  various  matters  that  occurred  in  his  department  during  the  year. 
In  your  Medical  Officer’s  report  for  1895,  he  dwelt  very  strongly  on 
Mr.  Wilkinson’s  many  duties,  and  the  impossibility  of  his  being  able 
to  perform  all  satisfactorily.  The  amount  of  his  work  has  now  begun 
to  tell  upon  his  health,  and  for  this  reason  alone,  he  should  be  relieved 
of  some  of  his  duties.  He  tries  conscientiously  to  carry  out  his  work, 
but  he  cannot  do  it,  and  neither  could  any  one  else. 

CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  Tables,  that  the  conversion  of 
privies  into  w.c.’s,  received  more  attention  in  1896  than  in  1895,  as 
many  as  213  being  converted  in  the  former  as  against  147  in  the  latter 
year.  During  the  last  seven  years,  viz.,  from  1890  to  1896  inclusive, 
1,091  privies  have  been  converted.  At  the  end  of  1893,  however,  as 
many  as  7,275  privies  still  existed  in  the  Borough,  since  which  the 
number  has  been  reduced  by  517. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  deals  with  the  question  of  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  his  report,  and  with  all  that  is  there  submitted  your  Medical 
Officer  fully  concurs.  There  is  one  matter,  however,  which  must  again 
be  put  before  the  Committee’s  notice,  and  that  is,  the  practice,  in  many 
of  these  houses,  of  having  several  bedrooms  in  common  for  married 
or  quasi — married  couples.  This  is  directly  opposed  to  the  Bye-laws 
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for  the  regulation  of  Common  Lodging  Houses,  and  a  sense  of  the 
impropriety  of  this  practice  alone  would  suggest  that  the  Bye-laws 
should  in  this  regard  be  put  in  force. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

This  most  difficult  question,  viz.,  how  to  deal  with  houses  let  in 
lodgings,  has  not  yet  been  solved. 

SEWERS,  STREET  FLUSHING,  &c. 

The  Borough  Engineer  has  kindly  supplied  the  usual  information 
with  regard  to  the  construction  of  new  sewers,  sewers  cleaned  out,  &c. 
His  report  shows  what  a  great  necessity  exists  for  close  attention  to 
this  portion  of  the  Sanitary  work  of  the  Borough.

In  the  report  for  1890,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
Refuse  Destructor  could  not  possibly  consume  more  material  than  it 
was  then  doing,  and  this  was  again  emphasised  in  last  year’s  report, 
and  the  extension  of  plant  and  appliances  urged  as  imperative,  but 
so  far  the  extension  of  the  works  has  not  reached  beyond  the  stage 
of  consideration  and  the  collection  of  information. 

The  Destructor  commenced  work  in  June  1882,  but  no  record 
of  the  quantity  of  stuff  to  be  disposed  of  by  burning  was  kept  until 
the  year  1884,  when  it  was  estimated  that  9,247  tons  were  dealt 
with.  During  the  year  now  under  review  the  quantity  burned  had 
more  than  doubled,  and  reached  the  enormous  figure  of  20,428  tons. 
The  necessity  for  doubling  the  capacity  of  the  Destructor  and  extending 
the  accommodation  and  appliances  is  therefore  beyond  question.

There  were  8  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations,  viz.  : — 
one  boat  not  registered ;  three  certificates  not  on  board  ;  three  marking 
absent;  one  boat  not  provided  with  water  cask. 

Three  caution  forms  and  a  number  of  letters  were  sent  to  the 
various  defaulters,  and  eight  of  the  contraventions  were  remedied 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  case  of  certificate  not  identifying  the  owner  was  not  satis¬ 
factorily  cleared  up. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred  in  a  Canal  Boat  within 
the  Borough. 

There  were  53  boats  on  the  Derby  Register  at  the  end  of  1896. 
None  were  added  or  deducted  during  the  year. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACTS. 

Swine  Fever  was  the  only  disease  which  occurred  during  the  past 
year,  but  there  were  three  separate  outbreaks  of  it.  In  two  of  these 
instances  the  outbreaks  began  in  the  County,  from  each  of  which  a 
diseased  animal  was  sent  into  Derby  Cattle  Market,  and  exposed  for 
sale  amongst  other  pigs.  The  infected  animals  were  at  once  seized  and 
placed  in  quarantine,  and  ultimately  slaughtered,  when  post-mortem 
appearances  confirmed  the  diagnosis.  So  far  as  could  be  ascertained, 
the  steps  taken,  which  included  the  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  the  Markets,  were  effective  in  preventing  further  spread.  One  fine 
was  imposed  for  exposure  of  an  infected  pig  in  the  Market. 

The  third  case  occurred  on  the  premises  of  a  pig  keeper  within 
the  Borough,  some  of  whose  pigs  died,  while  the  remainder  were 
slaughtered  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  when  the  disease  was 
diagnosed.  No  trace  of  the  origin  of  the  infection  was  found.  The 
premises  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  under  the  directions 
of  the  Board,  and  compensation  was  paid  for  the  animals  destroyed. 

The  Officers  of  the  Board  traced  pigs,  that  developed  Swine  Fever 
in  the  County,  through  the  hands  of  dealers  in  the  Town,  whose 
premises  were  temporarily  closed  and  disinfected.  No  further  outbreak 
appeared  in  connection  therewith. 

Although  there  was  only  a  small  amount  of  the  disease  within  the 
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Borough  it  was  prevalent  in  the  surrounding  districts.  In  order  not 
to  restrict  the  food  supply  of  the  Borough,  many  licenses  were  granted 
for  bringing  in  pigs,  but  constant  supervision  was  necessary  to  secure 
the  prompt  slaughtering  of  all  fat  swine  sent  in  from  infected  areas, 
and  others  which  might  have  been  exposed  to  infection  during  transit. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

These  houses  have  in  past  years  been  considerably  neglected,  no 
proper  records  having  been  kept,  and  very  little  supervision  exercised 
over  them;  indeed  the  whole  time  of  one  Assistant  Inspector  could 
well  be  given  to  this  work,  and  that  of  supervising  unregistered  premises 
used  as  lodging-houses,  which  are  almost  invariably  overcrowded.  The 
houses  were  inspected  as  regularly  as  possible,  and  were  found  to  be 
fairly  well  conducted.  As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  many  of  the 
buildings  used  for  this  purpose  are  old  and  dilapidated,  and  quite  un¬ 
suitable.  The  work  of  reorganizing  them  has  been  a  difficult  task,  and 
it  has  been  no  easy  matter  to  know  where  to  draw  the  line,  and  say 
which  could  be  rendered  fit,  and  which  ought  to  be  condemned ;  more 
difficult  still  has  it  been  to  get  necessary  alterations  done. 

Our  Public  Health  Acts  are  very  faulty  in  this  particular,  so  much 
so  that  when  a  building  is  once  registered  as  fit,  it  is  regarded  as  always 
fit,  and  no  provision  is  made  for  structural  repairs,  until  the  premises 
can  be  dealt  with  as  absolutely  unfit  for  habitation.  Ordinary  wear 
and  tear  can,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  render  a  house  most  in¬ 
sanitary,  and  if  the  owner  does  not  also  happen  to  be  the  occupiei,  it  is 
difficult  to  get  at  him,  except  by  enforcing  hardship  upon  the  tenant. 
Premises  used  for  common  lodging-houses  ought  to  be  of  the  very  best 
construction  and  always  in  good  repair,  and  the  Sanitary  Authority 
should  be  able  to  hold  the  owners  responsible  for  maintaining  them 
in  good  condition ;  or  in  default,  be  able  to  close  the  premises  without 
loss  to  the  occupier,  and  cancel  all  privileges  and  agreements.  The 
tenant  is  responsible  under  the  Bye-laws  for  the  proper  furnishing  and 
cleaning,  and  also  for  the  house  being  properly  conducted.  The  owners 
get  increased  rental  by  reason  of  the  premises  being  used  for  this 
purpose,  and  they  should  therefore  be  held  directly  responsible  to  the 
Registration  Authority,  for  the  structural  condition  of  the  premises, 
without  having  to  get  at  them  in  a  roundabout  fashion. 

At  present  we  have  1 7  known  common  lodging-houses,  1 1  of 
which  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  are  now  in  fair  sanitary 
condition.  These  n  houses  find  accommodation  for  335  adult 
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persons.  The  registration  of  two  houses  Was  cancelled  during  the 
year,  and  the  premises  are  now  used  as  private  dwellings.  Preliminary 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  closing 
of  two  old  houses  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  five  others  are  now  under 
consideration.
